I am indebted to Dr. Sam Zoss for this month’s editorial. 

THE WISDOM OF HIPPOCRATES 

"To know is science, but merely to 
believe one knows is ignorance.’’ 

These words should guide us in the examining of the many health 
schemes that the medical public is now being offered. Nothing will make a 
politician more popular than the mere hint that he can improve the health 
of the people. If I thought that any proposed health plan would have any 
chance of actually improving medical care, I would be an enthusiastic advo¬ 
cate. As of now I must retain my doubting attitude. The wisdom of Hippo¬ 
crates should give pause to those who feel they have the panacea for the ills 
of modern medicine. 

The essence of American medicine is the relationship between doctor and 
patient. Can a plan be devised to improve this relationship? Will this plan 
work better than many recent governmental programs, e.g. the poverty pro¬ 
gram, the post office, etc. The answer is very much one of doubt and chance. 

We do not believe that our patients should be the victims of chance or 
doubt. Our political leaders must be aware that they are gambling with our 
most precious asset—a standard of medical care unparalleled in history. There 
are faults. Correct them by the method of Hippocrates: science and knowl¬ 
edge. Try new ideas in controlled experimental situations. We believe that 
every American can be guaranteed good medical care; but this guarantee 
should not destroy the doctor-patient relationship by tying the physician’s hand 
in red tape. 

In the past a physician’s obligations were to his patients and to his God. 
I am obliged to my patients, my God, Blue Cross, Blue Shield, Medicare, Medi¬ 
caid, PRSO, HMO, malpractice carrier, BNDD, recertification examination, 
various insurance companies, FDA and others too numerous to list. 

Hopefully there will be a bit of time left to minister to the patient.

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6TH DISTRICT ELECTS DR. PICHETTE COUNCILOR 



Congress Lake Country Club has traditionally been the meeting place for 
quarterly Sixth District meetings. Following dinner (above) the delegates 
met in a session opened by Dr. Lieber (bottom) to elect a councilor and 
discuss OSMA resolutions. 


Dr. C. Edward Pichette was nominated to the position of nominee for 
Councilor from the Sixth District of the Ohio State Medical Association at 
the caucus meeting held at Congress Lake on Tuesday, April 24th. Delegates 
(or their alternates) from all six counties in the district, 19 in all, were all 
present and voting. Dr. Robert Clark of Summit County received 8 votes. 
Dr. Pichette received 11, and was elected by the Sixth District to fill the one- 
year unexpired term of Dr, Maurice Lieber of Stark, who will be elected to 
the office of president-elect of the Ohio State Medical Association at the 
Cleveland meeting. Dr. Pichette’s nomination must be ratified by the entire 
House of Delegates in an election procedure traditionally held on the final 
day of the meeting of the House. 

Dr. Edward E. Grable of Stark County was elected chairman of the 
Sixth District delegation and chaired the caucus meeting. Dr. Emmett P. 
Monroe of Summit County was elected to represent the Sixth District on the 
Nominations Committee at the State meeting. 

In a three hour session, delegates from the six counties discussed all 50 
resolutions to be presented to the House of Delegates. Eighteen of the resolu¬ 
tions have to do with some aspect of PSRO, MAI, or NHL. The delegation 
agreed to support the strongest possible stand calling for repeal of PSRO. 
They agreed that MAI should do peer review for doctors only and have no 
contact at all with any third party.

1892 - 1974 

Dr. Clarence Stefanski, a general practitioner, died of a heart ailment on 
Monday, April 1, at North Side Hospital following an illness of six-month 
duration. He was 82. 

Dr. Stefanski was born Feb. 4, 1892, in Youngstown. He was graduated 
from South High School, received his pre-med schooling and his medical 
degree from Eclectic Medical College in Cincinnati, from which he was 
graduated in 1917. Following a year’s internship at Grace Hospital in Detroit, 
he served overseas as a captain in the Medical Corps with Field Hospital 35 
in World War I. 

In 1920, returning from the war, he opened an office at 20 W. Front St., 
later moving to the Mahoning Bank Building where his office was located 
until his retirement. Besides his private practice, he was plant physician for 
Republic Steel for a number of years and chief examiner for the P&LE and 
Penn Central Railroads. 

In 1967, the Mahoning County Medical Society presented him the OSMA 
fifty-year pin, and in 1970 he received a 50-year award from the Ohio Acade¬ 
my of General Practice. 

He was a member of the Youngstown Hospital Association Clinical Staff, 
a 32nd degree Mason and a charter member of St. Alban’s Lodge No. 677, 
F&AM. He was a Knight Templar and a member of A1 Koran Shrine, Aut 
Mori Grotto, American Legion Post No. 145 of Poland and Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars. He was a life member of BPOE Elks Lodge 55, and was a member 
of Trinity United Methodist Church. 

Dr. Stefanski was quoted as dearly loving the profession of medicine. 
He did much to help it flourish in the Mahoning Valley. His contributions 
were great. He will be long remembered.

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Letters were noted from Dr. L. K. Reed, chairman of the medical-legal 
committee and from Atty. Arseny Melnick, president of the Bar Association, 
both related to the recent proposal of Mr. Ihle that interested parties get to¬ 
gether to discuss malpractice claims. The Bar suggesed that it be referred to 
a joint medical-legal committee. Dr. Reed expressed a willingness to investi- 
gate the matter further. 

Letters from Dr. Ondash, chief of staff at St. Elizabeth Hospital, and 
Mr. Esson, administrator of Youngstown Hospital Association were noted. 
Letters were in answer to the Medical Society request for hospital stands on 
HMO’s. The motion was made by Dr. Abdu, and properly seconded, that we 
publish in the Bulletin our letter and the answers received. The motion was 
later amended to send the information to our members only rather than pub¬ 
lish in the Bulletin. Dr. Anderson, new chairman of the YHA executive com¬ 
mittee, requested that the letters not be sent out until he had a chance to send 
in his reply. 

Dr. Lupse, chairman of the Task Force on Uterine Cancer Control for the 
Mahoning Cancer Society, discussed the upcoming Pap Smear Drive being 
sponsored by the Cancer Society. He answered questions concerning the drive 
and requested the moral support of the Medical Society. He asked that a poll 
be sent out asking physicians to help in the drive. After Dr. Lupse left the 
meeting the motion was made by Dr. Banez, and properly seconded, that the 
Medical Society give moral support to the Pap Smear Drive and that the office 
send out a poll for physician participation. 

A letter, forwarded to council by Dr. J. K. Herald, was read. This was a 
letter that he had received from Travelers Insurance Co. requesting that he 
submit to them a copy of his price schedule. Dr. Schreiber noted that the law 
governing price disclosure will probably expire on April 30th and that COLC 
will be defunct. It was also noted that a physician is under no obligation to 
mail out his prices, but the insurance company could be told to come into 
the office if they want to see them. 

A letter was read from the Washington office of the American Medical 
Association stating that the developmental contract for the Northeast Ohio 
Health Care Foundation showed a grant of $115,000, and that HEW has 
been requested to give more information. Dr. Tandatnick was requested to see 
if he has information in his files on the HMO. 

Dr. Might, public relations chairman, reported that everything was on 
schedule for the scholarship dinner. He reported that the Medical Society will 
present a book as prize in the Vindicator Spelling Bee. He reported that the 
Science Fair this year will be held at Chaney. The motion was made by Dr. 
Might, and properly seconded, that we present a $50 bond for the best exhibit 
pertaining to medicine, as we have done in the past. Motion was passed. 

It was noted that the Medical Society was invited to send a representa¬ 
tive to a curriculum committee at Youngstown State University. Other mem¬ 
bers of the commitee are Dr. Lawrence Looby, chairman. Dr. Paul Van Zant 
(biology). Dr. Lee Rand (chemistry), Dr. Rappoport (YHA), Dr. Squicquero 
(St. E.). The motion was made by Dr. Bloomberg, and properly seconded, 
that the president appoint the chairman of our medical school committee, Dr. 
L. P. Caccamo, to the YSU committee. Motion was passed. 

Dr. Bloomberg brought up the matter of a free Glaucoma test clinic held 
by the Boardman Lions Club at the Southern Park Mall. Following discussion, 
it was suggested that medical society committee be formed to work out medical 
society guide-lines and/or policy on medical screenings. 

Mr. Warren Rollins, a representative of the Agler Insurance Co. came 
into the meeting and discussed a number of plans, including health, hospitaliza¬ 
tion and life insurance. It was suggested that Mr. Rollins meet with the in¬ 
surance committee. 

Meeting was adjourned.
